Youth In Transition (YIT) Fact Sheet

What is Youth In Transition?

Youth In Transition (YIT) is a funding source available to cover expenses NOT
covered by other government or community resources, or to augment or supplement
services from other funding sources.

Who is eligible for YIT?

e Youth 14 and older with an open foster care case.

e Youth 14 and older with an open Juvenile Justice (JJ) case,
provided they are in an approved DHS placement
(Residential JJ-only placements not eligible.)

Youth ages 18 to 21, who have been in foster care on or
after their 14™ birthday but are no longer under DHS
supervision.

Youth ages 14 to 17, who had an open foster care case after

their 15™ birthday and utilized YIT funding prior to their
case closing.

Where does a youth apply for YIT?

e Youth that currently have an open case can access funds
through his/her foster care worker. Funds are accessed
in the county of case jurisdiction.

e Youth that have a closed case must apply for YIT in the
current county of residence through the local DHS office.
